HOTV the Wives ol the Private* litre 
In the Barrack*. 
The orderly man clatters in at the 


ioor with a steaming' can of tea, from 
Which he rapidly fills the basing, the 
milk and sugar having been already 
dded before the tea left the cookhouse. 
Ko allowance is made in barracks for 
men of fastidious tastes. If a man pre- 
ers his tea unsweetened, he can go 
laewhere; the taste of the majority is 
»lone consulted. The tea having been 
served oat, tbe orderly man now pro- 
eeda to divide the bread into chunks, 
ne for each man, and announces that 
he "extra" that morning ia butter. 
This announcement is a •welcome one, 
and the butter, being produced in it« 
wrapper of blue canteen, paper, is speed- 
ly divided into equal portions, one for 
eanh member of tbe mess. 


Should any comrade be go unfortunate 


as to be languishing in the guardroom, 
waiting disposal by the commanding 
ifficer, the orderly man has now to take 
fiis allowance to him, tbe ten being 
mured into a tin canteen and the bread 
,nd butter wrapped in paper and stowed 
n a haversack. 


But it may be asked: "Surely we 


tave been told that soldiers enjoy more 
variety than plain bread and butter at 
their breakfasts. Have we not heard of 
savory kippeta, of porridge—yes, even 
of eggs and bacon?" 


True, such are the dishes encouraged 


by generals and colonels who like to 
earn a reputation for looking after the 
welfare of their men, but these fancy 
relishes are not much encouraged by 
Tommy Atkins, for the simple reason 
that his funds will not allow of his re- 
ceiving more than an infinitesimal por- 
ion of the kipper or whatever may be 
tbe favorite breakfast dainty of his 
commanding officer. All that the cor- 


l in charge of the grocery book has 


;o spend daily is threepence per man in 
mess or nuder |4 for a company with 
ihe average strength of CO men in mess. 


When it is realized that with this 


money ten, salt, pepper, vegetables for 
dinner, flour, if n "duff "is to ornament 
;he dinner table, and all the groceries 
which tbe soldier needs to eke out the 
rations of bread and meat already de- 
scribed have to be provided, it will be 
understood that tbe question of provid- 
ing extras for breakfast and tea is a 
difficult one to solve, and that the cor- 
poral naturally prefers something like 
butter, which all appreciate, to some 
other dainty which may uot appeal to 
the tastes of his constituency. 


The question of permission to many 


ia a burning one in tbe ba'rraok room. 
Only a limited number of men are al- 
lowed to marry, tbe strength of the roll 
varying with the establishment of the 
corps. Sergeants are given permission 
to marry as a matter of course, if there 
is a vacancy in the establishment, but 
DO soldier is allowed to enter the blessed 
state unless he has seven years' service, 
£5 in the savings bank and two good 
conduct badges. I have heard it said 
that there is such a thing as borrowing 
the £5 till the necessary permission has 
been obtained, but then is no getting 
over the other two conditions. 


The married quarters seem comforta- 


ble enough. What strikes us most is the 
enormous number of babies and quite 
young children who swarm round tho 
door of every quarter, occasional yells 
leading to the hasty arrival of a flushed 
and heated looking matron to restore 
order in a summary fashion. The allow- 
ance of space does not strike one as par- 
ticularly liberal, soldiers with small 
families being given only one room, with 
the minutest possible scullery, tbe fa- 
thers of larger families rejoicing in an 
extra room. Sergeants, as a rule, have 
two rooms, but otherwise have no pull 
over their comrades of lower rank. 


Tho wives of the private soldiers add 


largely to the scanty pay of their bus- 
b&UtU by doing washing for the men of 
their, husbands' company, apd twio* 


is me woman whose good man 


belongs to a company having few mar- 
ried soldiers. In this case she will be 
able to get more to do than her less for- 
tunate Gistets. Some of the women who 
have a reputation as washerwomen earn 
plenty of money by washing for the of- 
ficers of the regiment. The soldier's 
wife seems to drift naturally into being 
a washerwoman. 


A little conversation with the ladies 


is a liberal education in esprit de corps; 
each woman thoroughly identifies her- 
self with the regiment to which her hus- 
band belongs, and even in these days of 
short service it is not difficult to find 
women whose fathers and grandfathers 
have soldiered in bygone days under the 
tattered colors now hanging in nbo sa- 
cred precincts of the officers' moss. 


The ladies of the regiment, as a rule, 


take great interest in the welfare of 
their humbler sisters, frequently visit- 
ing them in their quarters and giving 
more than their sympathy at one of 
those crises which occur so frequently 
in the married block and generally lead 
ultimately to the object of their solici- 
tude applying for extra accommodation 
owing to an unauthorized addition to 
the strength of tho battalion.— "Social 
Life IQ the British Army," by a Brit- 
ish Officer, in Harper's Magazine.

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KilLKOAD CHAKUKS ON OKKS. 


SCIENTISTS who are speculating over 


tho probability of soon being able to 
communicate with inhabitants of the 
planet Mara through the maJium of 
wireless telegraphy, may eoconoter 
some trouble at "the other end of the 
line" because of. that people's an- 
familiarity with thn Morse alphabet. 


The Reno Gazette, iu last Thursday's 


issue, rushes to the defense of the 
Southern Pacific and flatly contra- 
dicts an assertion made in these col- 
nmes a (en days since, tJ tbe effect 
that owing to the excessive freight 
charges imposed by the railroad com- 
pany, the jnlnera of this State were 
praoticxlly prohibited from stripping 
their ore to reduction works. la the 
course of its comment the Oazette 
makes use of tbe following language: 


"TuisU not true, the railroad com- 


pany gives a very low rate on ore in 
this Slate, and oae that no miner or 
ooa>pa~ny~of miners can justly find 
fault with. About the only ore that is 
b^ing shipped in the Si ate at the 
present time comes from Oreana to the 
R^no Reduction Works, a distance of 
109 miles, aod to the amount of ubout 
one curios! p^r day, upon which tha 
rate i« $.0525 per hundred on $50 ore 
and $11 per hundred ou $100 ore." 


It is evident from the ftbove that the 


editor of the Gazette either doesn't 
know what he la talkmg about or else 
he is willfully trying to misrepresent 
the 
situation. 
We are charitable 


enough to presume tbe former. But 
let as understand each oibnr. In tbe 
first plaof, we made uo reference to 
the rates to the BeaoKtduetijn Works 
for the very good reason thnt op to a 
few days ago th<«t 
plant was not 


in operation and w<m not buying ore. 
"We had reference to the conditions 
whijh prevail now and h-tve been in 
force for mauy years to poiuts outside 
the State. In th^event o> shipment to 
Srtlt Ltke, for instance, it costs the 
miner of this district from $11 to $22 
per ton, aoo'irdiag to the B.ZJ of the lot, 
for $10J ore, a distance of about 300 
miles for railroad freight alone. The 
company will set no valuation on the 
ore at tbe snipping point, but demands 
a duplicate as6ny certifloate from the 
smelter before it will fix a rate, and as 
all freights are taken oat by the smelt- 
ing company, the mirier has no way of 
knowing how much he is being held up 
for. 
It would bo interesting to know 


where the miner would get off if, by an 
accident, the ore was lo?t, mixed or de- 
stroyed in transit. It must be remem- 
bered, also, that a leaser la frequently 
mouths iu extracting a ton of ore tbttt 
will go over $100 a toa at the present 
pries of eilvei-, and often the ore costs 
him in time, labor and money twice or 
tb.-ee times its actiial market value, 
but as it i-i taken out in development 
work fn ' search of better lead?, he 
must,perforce, realize what he can for 
it, or give up in despair. Of this time, 
labor and ezpeudituie the railroad 
company takes uo account, but arbi- 
trarily dBcuaud? its pound of flesh. By 
wha'right, can the Gazette inform n->, 
does tbe railroad demand to know the 
838HV value bafore fixing ita tariff, 
when it will place no valuation ou tbe 
same at the shipping point? Dues it 
cost the company a oeut more to trans- 
poit $500ore than it does $10 ere? 


la isolated districts the item of 


transportation to tbe railroad cuts an 
important figure, and to avoid payinn 
freight on waste tbe miner endeavors 
to have bis ores as clean as possible. 
Under tbe present system of the rail- 
road company he only escapes one 
source of expense to fall into tbe 
clutches of tbe corporation later. For 
it is pUin that tbe apparent discrimin- 
ation in favor of low grade ores is no 
concession at all, since the increased 
tonxge off «et,» the reduced ratea. 


We are perfectly willing and glad to 


accord full justice to the railroad com- 
pany at all limes, and with tbe rates to 
the Reno Reduction Works we find no 
fault whatever except iu the mutter of 
charging double for one class of ore 
what it does tor another. This is mani- 
festly unfair, 


The Gazette, in the above quotation, 


admits that very little ore is being 
shipped at present.. Can it tell whj 
t lis'i* sot Is it not because tbe trans- 
piriation rates are too high to admit of 
p-ofltaule shipment, while the cost of 
• ipplies necessary for the redaction 
of tbe ores at home is beyond tbe 
capacity of the mines to pay? Mining 
men tell us that it cost? less to land 
machinery and supplies of all kindo at 
O^den from New York or Chicago than 
it doss from Oyden to Elko. We pre- 
sume tbis is done to force investors to 
purchase supplies at San Fruncisoo, 
where the prices are just enough lower 
to shut out anything from east of 
Ogden. It is protection (to California) 
with a vengeance, and we all know bow 
Nevada ha? thrived under the system. 


The Gazette seems to have an inkline 


of thi", for it says, in concluding the 
above: 


"In fact, the same proportionate rate 


is in force from Reno to the Utah 
lint."
